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REMARKS 

Claims 1-28 remain pending in the present application. Reconsideration of the pending 
claims and allowance is respectfully requested in view of the following comments. 
L Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 

The Office Action mailed June 3, 2005, rejected claims 1-28 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
anticipated by Guheen et al. (U.S. Patent Publication No. 2004/0107125). Attached hereto as 
Attachments 1 and 2 are declarations signed by inventors Kaltenmark and DeGiorgio, 
respectively.
